1 . This Office action is response to Applicants' amendment filed on 12/16/2008. 

2. Claims 1-20, 25-26, 30-31 , 35 and 41 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 21-24, 27-29, 32-34, and 36-40 are allowed. 

The 35 USC § 101 in the previous Office action is hereby withdrawn. 
All rejections under 35 USC § 103 are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 21-24, 27-29, 32-34, and 
36-40 are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of 
made record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Combination of Vigil et al. (US Patent No. 5,758,343) and Venkataramaiah et al. 
(Pub. No.: US 2002/0032775 A1), both fail to teach a directory browser with the 
directory shell whereby users can search the directory classes of the two or more 
disparate directories with a single query of the user-searchable category." 

6. These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 21-24, 27-29, 32-34, and 36-40 them allowable.
